Applicant argues that the modified alignment system of Wehrly et al. does not meet the 
limitations of the claims since the alignment rods contact the punch at a corner edge, not 
on a planar surface. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The alignment rods contact the 
punch at a planar. See the below sketch. 



Applicant argues that no motivation has been provided for changing the alignment rods 
22 into rectangular shape. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The motivation was 
provided in the last four lines of paragraph 2 of the Office action dated 06/14/2005. In 
addition to the already provided motivation, manufacturing the jigs in block form and the 
recesses of the punch in planar shape is easier than in arc form, the rectangular rods 
prevent unwanted rotational movement of the punch better because at each corner of the 
punch there are two planar surfaces holding the punch instead of an arc surface.
